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Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 6/1/2007 have been fully considered but they are not 
persuasive. 

Regarding the argument that the first protrusion is not disposed on the clamper 
frame, but is disposed on the substrate, therefore claim 1 is not met, the examiner 
maintains that claim 1 is still met by Shirashima et al for at least these reasons. The 
clamper frame supports the clamping pieces. To clamp a disk, a top and a bottom 
piece are needed, and the disk is held in between the top and the bottom piece. 
Shirashima discloses the top piece, item 27, and the bottom piece, item “T”, which is 
mounted on the substrate. Therefore, the substrate is part of the clamper frame. 
Furthermore, the first protrusion protrudes from the bottom part of the clamper frame, 
a.k.a, the substrate. For these reasons, claim 1 is met by Shirashima et al under 35
